TOTALLING OVER $800,000 


1014 Paving Program Is Presented to Council—Aldermen Add to 


Estimates Submitted by Engineer by Deciding to Pave Vic- 
toria Avenue From Ninth to Twenty-first Streets 


Consideration of the paving pro- 
gram for 1914, as outlined in the citys 
engineer's extimates, was the chief 
business before the city council at its 
special session this morning. Not only 
Was the enure program as given by 
the engineer adopted, but the council 
added about $100,000 to the engineers 
total of $731,245. The additional pav- 
ing authorized by the council was Vic- 
toria averue from Ninth to Twenty- 
first streets, Sixth street from Atha- 
basea avenue to MoKenzie avenue, 
Seventh street from Jasper to MeKen- 
zie, and Eighth street from Peace to 
McKenzie. 

“Our idea has been to hold the esti- 
mates for street work down as low as 
possible in view of the big expendi- 
cures on sewer and water extensions,” 
explained City Engineer Latornel. 

Aldermen Driscoll and Clarke both 
declared themselves in favor of pav- 
ing Victoria avenue right out to 
Twenty-first street, where it connects 
with Jasper avenue, This, they stated, 
would @ive a very necessary parallel 
street Jasper, and would deflect 
traffic the subway on Jasper 
avenue, 

“The money would be well spent,” 
agreed Mayor McNamara, and the 
rest of the counc!! agreed to authorize 
this paving. 

On the suggestion of Ald. Campbell 
it was decided to pave Curry street 
from Saskatchewan avenue to McDou-

THE PRICE OF NATIONALIST 
SUPPORT 
Ottawa, January 8st. 

The Government's naval policy 
was under fire for a short time on 
Friday, The occasion was « yote 
of $144,000 to pay salarics and 
provide for contingencies of the 
Department of the Naval Service 
at Ottawa. The point was taken 
that a vote for the maintenance of 
the clerical staff of a naval service 
department of the Government 
which had neither a navy nor a 
naval policy required detailed ex: 
planation, ‘ 

Hon. Mr. Hazen, Minister of 
Marine, explained that of the to- 
tal amount the greater part was | 
required for the hydrographic 
survey and fisheries protection, 
and that only some $30,000 was 
required to pay the staff actually 
connected with the naval serviee. 
Clearly, this explanation failed to 
explain. In reply to further ques- 
tions the Minister said that the 
young men who had gene into 
training for a naval career would 
be taken into the hydrographic 
service, or wonld have an oppor- 
tunity to enter the British naval 
service. While the Naval College 
at Halifax would be continued, no 
use was being made of the training 
ships Niobe and Rainbow. They 
had not been dismantled, but 
were not. in service, About one 
hundred and fifty enlisted men 
were still on the Niobe, which was 
lying in Halifax Harbor, Their 
duties consisted in keeping the 
armament and machinery in or- 
der, Being enlisted men, the Gov 
ernment is compelled to pay and 
provide for them uring the tern 
of their enlistment. Pressed 
strongly as to what the intentions 
of the Government were in regard 
to the two training ships, he was 
unable to answer. 

During the discussion several 
of the Nationalist members sup- 
porting the Government showed 
marked attention to the answers 
of the Minister, and one of them, 
Mr. Boulay, of Rimouski, an- 
nounced that, for himself and 
friends, so long as the Govern. 
ment did nothing, he was satisfied. 

The position is, on confession of 
the Minister, that the Government 


, has on its hands two suitable and 


valuable training ships, which 
they are maintaining, although in- 
efficiently, without use or pur- 
pose; and that they have broken 
faith absolutely with the young 
Canadians who have during sev- 
eral years past been training for 
a naval career. This, without any 
reason being given or any purpose 
being stated, is unquestionably 
the sacrifice of Canadian interests 
and Canadian honor that the Gov- 
ernment has been compelled to 


make in order to retain the 
Nationalist support which pro- 
vides its working majority in 
Parliament, 


DEBT SHOWS GREAT 
GROWTH IN MONTH 


Increase in January Double In. 
crease for the Same Month 
Last Year 


Ottawa, Feb. 6.-—The monthly fin- 
ancial statement, showing public 
debt, revenue and expenditure of the 
Dominion to the end of January, |s- 
sued by the tinance department, shows 
the total net debt on that date to have 
been $314,383,870, an increase for the 
month of $10,821,765, The increase 
of the net debt the same month the 
year before was $5,118,979, 

The total revenue in January wos 
$11,529/753, compared with $18,442,- 
378 in January last year. 

The total expenditure for the month 
was $17,100,446, as against $15,649,- 
749 in January last year, Included 
in the expenditure for the month was 
$2,467,270 for railway subsidies, mak- 
ing the total paid out on account of 
railway subsidies from April 1, 191%, 
to the end of the last month, 415,- 
302,140. 

For the ten months of the yoar the 
tota] revenue was §139,101,515, as 
against $138,019,9385 in the corres-, 
ponding period. The expenditure ou 
capital account totaled $93,088,371,

NEW GOVERNOR OF 
AUSTRALIA TO BE

Buocesscr to Lord Denman Is Of- 
ficially Announced by His

LABOR PARTY DID NOT

Ejected Him From Government 
House and Turned Building 
Into Museum 


London, Feb, 6.—It is officially an- 
nounced that His Majesty has approv- 
ed the appointment of the Right Hon 
rR Murno-Ferguson, member of 
parliament for Leith Burghs, as gov- 
ernor-general of Australia, in succes- 
gion to Lord Denman, who is retiring 
because of ill health. 


Right Hon. Munro-Ferguson, born 
in 1560, is the eldest so of the late 
Coloel R Munro-Ferguson, some 
time member for Kirkcaldy. Like 
the present governor-general, he was 
educated at Sandhurs For a time 
he acted as private secretary to Lord 


Rosebery. During his secretaryship 


he accompanied Lord Rosebery to 
India and there met Lady Hermione 
Blackwood, daughter of Lord Duf- 
ferin, then viceroy of India and for- 
mer governor-general of Canada, He 
married Lady Hermione in 1889, In 


1894-5 he was a lord of the treasury, 
when he represented Ross and. Cro- 
marty in the Commons. He was 
elected for Leith Burghs in 1886, 
which constituency he has since re- 
presented continuously in the Liberal 
interests. His majority in Leith has 
always been a good one, his last two 
elections resulting as follows: Janu- 
ary, 1910, KR. C. Munro-Ferguson, 
7,14%; Sir R. Cranston, 4640; W. Wal- 
ker (Labor), 2,724. December, 1910, 
Munro-Ferguson, 7,069; R. A, Mac- 


Quiston (Liberal Unionist), 6,284 
Lord Denman, the youngest gover- 
nor-general ever appointed to Aus- 
tralia, succeeded Lord Dudley in 1911.

TUBE OF RADIUM LOST; 
ELECTROSCOPE FINDS IT) 


Used on Patient, It Fell to the Floor 
And Was Swept Out and De- 
posited in Dust Cart, | 
Liverpool, Feb. 7.—It was found 
yesterday that a tube of radium, 
worth $6,000, had been lost in the 
Royal Infirmary here. It appears 
that the tube was fixed with bandages 
to the face of a patient, where it was 
supposed to stay all night. In the 
morning it was gone, It was thought 
that it must have fallen out of the 
dressings to the floor and had been 
swept out. The sweepings filled a 
big cart, which was stopped in time. 
Professor Wilberforce, by placing 
an electroscope on the edge of the 
cart, was able to determine that the 
radium was there, The rubbish was 
dug out in buckets, and at the 
twelfth bucket, Professor Wilberforce 
detected the presence of the radium 
tube, which was soon found. 


JUSTICE HAULTAIN 
SAYS PERJURY 1 
“WGK TOO COMMON 


Does Some Sherlock Holmes Work 
and Catches One on the 
Witness Stand

Moose Jaw, Feb, 6.—-Chief Justice 
Hauitain, in the hearing of a real es- 
tate action in the Supreme Court to- 
day, made some very strong conmyment 
on the all too-common practice of 
perjury among allegedly respectable 
witnesses, He spoke of the great 
difficulty in bringing home the guilt 
of the parties, but promised some 
close attention to the scandal in 
Saskatchewan courts in this respect 
ior the future, 

His Lordship himself, to satisfy his 
suspicions, has wvee(n acting the part 
ot Sherlock Holmes in this very case. 
Going out of the court on the evening 
previous, he listened to .wo witnesses 
tte suspected of not staying with the 
facts. This afternoon he sent one 
irom the court and cross-examined 
ihe other on the conversation he over- 


heard. This evidently was correctly 
reported to hien by the witness. He 
then sent for the other man and 
caught him after one or two ques- 
tions in flagrant perversion of the 
facts. 

The Chief Justice said he had a 


good mind to impose a stiff fine right 
away, but contented himself with say- 
ing that he would take the matter up 
ifver the decision in the case was ar- 
rived at.

FOREST HEIGHTS EXTENSION, 
Editor Bulletin: 

Sir,—In your issue of February 4tl 
is found a report from Superintendent 
Woodroofe in regard to the Forest 
Heights extension, As a business man 
and a ratepayer 1 would like some 
information or explanation of the 
statements made. 


500 and we have all told 8,600 people. 
Of these on the superintendent's own 
count 2,600 would use the cars, mak- 
ing a revenue of $106.60 for two cars, 
the expense of which is $80. 

But there are other considerations 
which I would beg to call to the at- 
tention of the aldermen. 

Last year we were taken into the 
city and practically against our will 
and for the six or ei#tht months that 
we were within the city limits we paid 
a full year's taxes and received noth- 
ing in return, Had we remained out- 
side the city limits and thus escaped 
taxation we could have with the mon- 
ey paid in taxes built the line in ques- 


In the first place he states “It would 
take at least five cars to run this ser- 
vice.” Now the amount of line to be 
built is between three and four miles, 
say four miles an outside figure.

QUEBEC, Feb. 6.—The ‘“profes- 
sional secret” was invoked tonight by 
the commission which had been to 
the house of Mr. Mousseay, former

Recovery wa3 
quite possible but on the other hand 
the patient might remain the same 
indefinitely, 

Dr. Leclerc went on to say he was 
not aware how Canadian jursipru- 
dence affected a special case such as 
this, but, according to French juris- 
prudence and neurologists, the patient 
should be considered &s totally in- 
capacitated until he was thoroughly 
cured, 

A Similar Case. 

The doctor, however, said that he 
had a similar case in his private 
practice about a month ago and that 
the patient had recovered in ten days. 
This, he thought, was unusual, and he 
hud prognosticated much graver re- 
bulls. 

Dr. Simard, who also testified, said 
that he did not think it his duty to 
describe the state in which he found 
Mr. Mousseau.

Some Theatres and Critics 
With An Explanation or Two 


Readers of The Bulletin, a Question of Advertising and the Value 


of Criticisms to Theatregoers —Martin Harvey Comes to 
Canada With High Aims For an Empire Circuit

B ECAUSE’ THE BULLETIN feels that some is due its 


explanation 
readers, the following facts are set forth: 

Some two or three weeks ago, in reporting the doings of the 
city council, the Bulletin recorded, as a matter of news, vhe statement of 
Alderman Clarke to the effect that the Lyceum Theatre was rot the best 
built or safest theatre in the city, This statement may have been unjust 
to the management of the theatre, bat if was reported without comment 
as news of the city council session the night previous. Because it was 
published in the Bulletin, Mr. Aylesworth, the manager of the Lyceum, 
became displeased. About the same time the dramatic critic referred 
rather severely to Miss Marie Lioyd, then opening an engagement here on 
the Orpheum vaudeville circuit, and who has since been refused admission 
to the United States on the ground uf “moral turpitude.” 

W. B. Sherman of Calgary, and Mr. Aylesworth are »yertners in the 
management of the Empire and Lyceum theatres, and these gentlemen 
decided to bludgeon the Bulletin into “being good.’ The method used 
was to take out all advertising from the Lyceum, the Orpheum vaude- 
ville and the Empire Theatre. Further, the management aid not send in 
any advance notices, ' 

The day following the cancelling of the advertising, the advance man 
of the Quinian Opera Company came to the city. When he found on 
picking up the morning paper that there was nothing regarding his com- 
pany's coming to Edmonton, he was indignant. Mr. Quinlan bimself, on 
being advised also, expressed himself in no uncertain terms. The result 
was that large display advertisements were at once forwarded to the Bulle- 
tin with the request that this paper should enot allow the ‘disagreement 
with Mr, Sherman to interfere with the relations between the Bulletin 
and the Quinlan wyera Company. The advertising manager of the Robert 
B. Mantell Company, .. present in the city, took the same ground and 
has also advertised in the Bulletin extensively during the week. Others 
of the better class of attractions will undoubtdly toiiow the same course. 

It has been the aim of the Bulletin in the past to conduct the theatre 
page on Saturday and the theatrical column during the week for the 
benefit of its readers, and not necessarily to boost the «box office returns 
at the theatres. When a production has not been up to standard, this 
paper has not hesitated to say so, in the interest of its readers. 


Readers can rest assured that the Bulletin will conduct its theatrical 
criticisms in the future in exactly the same way as in the past. If the 
Bulletin’s theatrical column has gained any stand.ng with its readers, or 
has won the gconfidence of theatregoers, it has been solely because the 
criticisms have been written in a spirit of honesty to these readers. While 
the management naturaliy regrets to lose the advertising of these theatres 
under the control of MF. Sherman of Calgary, it would rather lose’ that 
business twice over than seek favor with the management by “boosting” 
unworthy offerings, and so lose the contidence of iw «..uers,

PUZZLES LONDON, 

Rather more than a year ago’ the 
last word; or perhaps one should say 
the last note, in music was deployed 
before London's most musical audi- 
ence at Queen's Hall by Herr Schoen- 
berg. 

He came quietly. The critics were 
not prepared for him, and took little 
notice of his work, and the only no- 
table feature of the performance was 
that for the tirst time on record a 
Queen's hall audience broke out into 
loud boos and other unmusical signs 
of disapproval, This was duly chron- 
icled in the London papers, but little 
or nothing was said of the music 
which called forth such an extraordi- 
nary demonstration. 

Now, however, Herr Schoenberg 
has paid Queen's hal a second visit, 
which was duly heralded and Lon- 
don’s musical critics assembled to 
listen to his “five pieces” played by 
the Queen's hall orchestra under the 
composer's baton.

The truth is, he 
writes in hieroglyphics and we are 
not expert enough to understand 
him,” 

The Daily Telegraph confesses that 
any meaning of the music ts impos- 
sible of discovery, but adds: “If we 
did not grasp his purpose we are quite 
prepared to believe that the fault is 
ours.” 

The Westminster Gazette evidently 
wants to give a verdict that the music 
is “Vague, scrappy, and incoherent,” 
but pleads humbly that “the same 
would be said by thousands of uncul- 
tivated music lovers of even such mu- 
sic as the later works of Beethoven, 
to say nothing of Strauss and Ve Bus- 
sy, 80 Who would be bold enough to 
say that we may not see daylight in 
Schoenberg's case in due course of 
time?" 

The Pall Mall Gazette critic also 
cannot disguise his dislike of the mu- 
sic, but admits that “the day may 
come when it may be as satisfying as 
that of Wagner and Brahms.” 

The Times is rather too severe, but 
qualifies its criticism by saying that 
the pieces “may become intelligible in 
time, although they are altogether in- 
comprehensible now.”
